The development of a “tame ' atomic 
bomb, for research into ways to get 
useful power from nuclear fission 
was announced today by the Atomic 
Bftiergy commission. 
Instead of a devastating blast, the 
toned-down bomb produces a steady 
output of fast neutrons, needed for 
experiments to determ ine what kind 
of chain reaction is best for prac­ 
tical power purposes 
It is a new type of chain reaction 
plant or "pile" utilizing high eifergy 
neutrons for atomic fission of plu­ 
tonium. The commission’s announce­ 
ment described it a* in a sense ‘‘a 
controlled 
version of the atomic 
bomb itself." 
Successful < fiier at ion 
Dr Norris E Bradbury, director 
of the commission's 
Dis 
Alamos 
scientific laboratory, said the new 
unit has been in successful opera­ 
tion at low power since November, 
1946 
Declaring 
the

more intense source of "fast neu­ 
trons'' than 
physicist* heretofore 
have been able to obtain, except 
during the brief time of the test of 
the first a -bomb In New* Mexico in 
July, 1945. Bradbury said: 
"It is hoped that such a source 
will make p ossib le the study of fast 
neutron chain reactions in more de­ 
tail, and thus be another step to­ 
ward finding the best type o f’chain 
reactor for the production of useful 
power." 
The Atomic Energy commission's 
release on the subject said: 
"It lh the first (pile) to employ the 
fission of the m an-m ade element 
plutonium, instead of normal uran­ 
ium and it is tile first to use fast 
neutrons.
